4.1 2005 CMP Update:  Modifications to the      

CMP roadway network *(page 43)              Discussion/Action 
ACTAC is requested to review and recommend considering the modifications to the CMP 
roadway network: (1) that the segments that are less than 0.5 miles long be reviewed for a 
possibility to combine with the adjacent segments considering the uniformity criteria such as 
boundaries, roadway design, access control, land use, speed limit and volumes;(2) that the City 
of Alameda demonstrate that changes occurred on the roadway segments would change the 
classification of the roadway; (3) that the City of Alameda demonstrate that the above changes 
meet the criteria for the CMP roadway segmentation and LOS Monitoring standards; (4) that the 
old State Route (SR) 84 from the new SR 84 up to the west boundary of the Downtown 
Livermore be considered for review and to retain it on the CMP network; and (5) that the new 
roadways that meet the criteria for adding on the CMP network be submitted by local 
jurisdictions for inclusion in the CMP network. 
 
4.2 Quarterly Update for the Land Use Analysis Program Element of the   

Congestion Management Program* (page 59)         Information/Discussion 
It is time for another quarterly update for the Land Use Analysis Program element of the 
Congestion Management Program (CMP). The adopted CMP requires that the Land Use 
Analysis Program be carried out as part of the annual conformity process. The quarterly update 
of the Land Use Analysis Program Tier 1 requirements helps us ensure that the jurisdictions are 
in conformance. ACTAC is requested to review the attached spreadsheet and 1) Make sure that 
all of your projects are included, 2) If any project is complete inform us to change the status, 3) 
Confirm that the information presented is accurate. The deadline for input to CMA is February 
25, 2005. 
 
4.3 Dynamic Ridesharing Update* (page 67)       Information 
Staff will provide an update of the Dynamic Ridesharing pilot project.  The project will provide 
an on-demand ride service based at the Dublin/Pleasanton BART station.  A summary of the 
program and an announcement in the BART Times is attached.  It will begin with a focused 
program for a select group of people in February.
